W3IIN - Hon. Secretary 
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( WYNN LAURENCE LEPAGE, W3QCV ( 
1902 - 1985 


I am pleased that Il was asked to write about Laurence as I knew him in amateur 
radio. That is the part of his story that tells of his as. ciation with W3TKQ, our ama- 
teur station in the Franklin Institute. However, I mist preface that part of his life story 
by saying that he did so tnany wonderful things during the earlier part of his life that 
there just is not enough space to include all of the details of that time. 

W. Laurence LePage, W3QCV, Laurence was a very distinguished aeronautical 
engineer whose career paralleled the develpoment of aviation in the century. He was 
President of the Platt- LePage Aircraft Company and made a remurkable contribution to 
the development of the heliocpter in the days before WWII. He was Editor of "Aviation 
Magazine" and author of the "ABC of Fiight."" In 1966, he received the title of "Honorary 
Commander of the Most Excellent Order of the British Empire, " from the Queen of Engen. 

Twenty years ago when I was President of Phil- Mont Iwas proud and happy to 
write the following story in the March '66 issue of our BLURB. I don't think I could im- 
prove on it now, so I'll just copy it as it was written at that time. 


"SPEAKING AS A FRIEND" by Fredwood S. Shaw, W3ADV 


It would not be right, in this issue of the BLURB dedicated to W. Laurence 
LePage, to fail to tell the story of my experiences with him. 

One evening in 1949, when Em-na and I were having dinner in our home in 
Deexel Hill, I received a telephone call from a gentleman who spoke with an 
English accent - one that has since become very familiar to most of us. Lau 
rence, for it was he, introduced himself and told me that he had made a con- 
verter for two meters and had been listening on that band for some tims. In'49 
the band was very active, and one of the most active clubs was the Haverford 
Township Emergency Radio Net, of which Iwas a m2mber. Laurence, for some 
unknown reason, liked my voice and decided to call me. Iinvited him over to my 
shack, and a long friendship started. Laurence really wanted to becom= a li- 
censed ham and with some encouragement on my part, soon became W3QCV and 
‘a member ot the H.T.E.R.N. It was long before he got active on other bands. 

Now, as you may have noticed, Laurence never stands still, he is always 
progressing in sime new direction. So, he instigated the "ham" station at the 
Franklin Institute in 1951 and by one m: ans or another we got the equipment and, . 

_ put W3TKQ on the air, sponsored by the H. T.E.R.N. Sotme years later, when : 
we were both members of Pnil-Mont, Lattrence instigated the move to have Phil- 
Mont sponsor W3TKQ and move its meeting place to the Franklin Institute. You 
might say that Laurence was an "instigator. '' As a matter of fact, I would not be 
surprised to find out that he instigated the new Franklin Research Building that is 
so close to completion. What comes next, Ido not know. 

But all levity aside, Isay, with a good measure of affection, that my friendship 
with Laurence has been long and enjoyable, and hope that it continues for many 
more years. And so it is that I speak for myself and all of the Pnil- Mont m:mbers, 
when I congratulate W. Laurence LePage on his title of Honorary Commander of the 
Most Excellent Order of the British Empire. 

Laurence, we are proud and happy to count you as one of our Pnil- Mont mem*ers. 


Fred, W3ADV, President,

At the time that Laurence and I first met he was the Executive Vice-President 
of The Franklin Institute. Sometime later, he became the President and he held that 
position for twelve years, the usual time being only four years. He then became Chair - 
man of the Board of Miunagers of the Franklin Institute, which he held well into the sev- 
enties. During these years, in a great measure of Laurence's interest in our W3TKQ, 
the station became one of the principal exhibits at the institution. His influence and 
hard work got ghe Collins station equipment and the fine enclosure, built by our own 
Jim Spencer, W3BBB. That amateur station was one of the finest of iys kind and be - 
came world renown. During this period, again, due to Laurence's influence, we came 
to have four retired amateurs work as demonstrators in Electrical Hall and work the 
station on alternate half-hours, seven days a week. Since I had been the Trustee of 
W 3TKQ since its inception, I can tell you that Phil- Mont had a station to be proud of, 

I retired from that position in 1975, and, at about that time Laurence's interest in “ham! 
radio waned and he concentrated on color photography. Also, at this time, he concluded 
his position on the Board of Managers. 


TO THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS 


The Phil-Mont Mobile Radio Club 


It has been said that Amateur Radio is fast becoming an old man's 
hobby - a hobby that, if someone soon fails to infuse it with young 
blood and rejuvenated enthusiasm, will find it fading into oblivion 
and its unused frequencies being relocated and lost forever to those 
remaining. To remain stagnant in anything we do is to regress. 

In my opinion this very same problem exists today to some degree 
in the Phil-Mont Mobile Radio Club. If someone or something does not 
happen soon we might find the club in real serious membership and 
financial difficulties. There seems to me to be several areas that 
need your | attention and perhaps, providing any of the Board agrees, 
some revisions 

Firsts The present By Laws require a potential membership 
candidate to attend three meetings of the club in any one year. 
Here, the natural assumption was made that if someone really had the 
desire to belong and had the fortitude to attend at least three 
meetings he or she would then be a better, more active member. This 
theory has not been proved in any way by any statistical analysis 
that I'm aware of, and I propose to plead for its elimination from 
the membership requirements. An argument for its retention says to 
lower our standards for membership allows people of questionable 
character to enter our ranks. On the contrary, I contend that its 
elimination permits those less skilled, new operators to become more 
involved much quicker, and it permits those eager to belong, eager to 
be accepted, eager to operate and to become acquainted with a peer 
group that really has a standing in the Amateur Radio community. I 
do not believe a meaningful correlation exists between the number of 
times one attends a meeting and the responsiveness he or she has to 
the club's activities. 

No matter the organization, there will always be a rucleus of 
people always involved - the only difference we can hope for is the 
body _they serve continue to grow - add to the Treasury and cause 
occasionally, the nucleus to expand with it. 
nic Our club has not experienced a growth rate for some time now and 
it’s time we do something about it. I ask the Board of Directors to 
consider these petitions: 

1. That the membership requirements to the Club be reduced to a 
request for consideration for membership based solely upon desire and 
the individual's petition. Upon review by the Board in their usual 
Hl after examination of the application, vote membership at that 

ime. 

2. That we change the Brag tape from "Rag Chewing is not 
encouraged" to the outright encouragement of the machine for whatever 
fosters a better relationship between Phil-Mont and the Amateur Radio 
Society. The time is nou!!! 

Je That we upgrade the machine and attract new young operators 
who someday will be running the club. Let's take full advantage of 
the privileges we have, develop all the potential that exists for 
inducements into our club. Yes, that includes the addition of a 
phone patch - a device that has proven the cornerstone of some clubs; 
clubs that grow and have a financial base that would make ours look 
like the recess money of a Parochial school. Clubs who at best have 
just one meeting per year and provide nothing except the ability to
